It thus 
helped in avoiding the otherwise ne- 
cessary drastic reduction of Living 
standards by the diversion of re- 
sources from consumption to in- 
vestments, Moreover, a substantial 
part of the capital import was in- 
terest-free and did not necessitate 
repayment. This applied to repa- 
ration funds from Germany, the gift 
funds raised by Jewish communi- 
ties all over the world and to res- 
titution. moneys and pensions paid 
to individuais living in Tsrael.

The future need of investment will 
hinge on two factors, Mr. Horowitz 
stated: the growth of the popula- 
tion as a result of both natural 
increase and of immigration, again 
becoming a very weighty factor, 
and the desired annual real in- 
crease in the gross national pro- 
duct. Of course, the geopolitical 
and military developments in the 
region must also be taken into ac- 
count. 


Weighing afl these factors and 
asuming ap eight per cent average 
annual increase in the GNP, Mr.
